Stx,—In the Memorial tu my address from the Mer- 
chants at Amoy, forwarded to me last year, there are 
two paragraphs, the one relating to the opening of an 
additional Port at Wenchow, and another, of much 
larger scope, proposing the opening “of all the princi- 
pal L’orts on the Coast, not as regular Treaty Ports, 
ut ‘*as subsidiary to them.” 
From various other sources, opinions have been con- 
4 to me ou the part of the Mercantile Communi- 
ties in China, more or less distinetly deprecating the 
opening of any more ports on the coast, as likely to be 
productive of expense incommensurate with any advan- 
tage to be anticipated. 
this conflict of opinion zag those more imme- 
Aiately concerned, there is room for doubt as to the 
course of action which would best meet the interests. 
> of British Trade, It seems desirable, therefore, before 
: ‘ion of the Treaty is actually entered upon, ti 
ith greater eertainty the views of the Mercar 
tile Communities generally on this subject. And, as 
t regards the Memorialists at Amoy, I have to instruct 
you to ascertain more precisely what they mean by 
. Subsidiary Ports,” aud to what places on the Coast 
+ they allude? : 

Tmay as wellstate that, were other difficultics over- 
come, I have ascertained, from recent discussions with 
the Foreign Board at Peking, that the Chinese Go- 

\ yernment will not voluntarily consent to open any 

Port without stipulating for the residence of Consular 

Agents, and without themselves placing a Customs es- 

tablishinent at each place. 

On the other hand, it is in contemplation to open to 

Foreign boats or vessels, not propelled by steam. all 

inland waters leading to and from any place, within 

the limits of auy Customs district, where British Mer- 
ehants may trade, in order to facilitate the transport 
of Foreign goods, or Fureign-owned produce ; aud for 
the better security against unauthorized or unnecessary 
obstructions and delays. Assuming such a concession 
to be ultimately agreed upon, it would appear that, 
under another name, the advantage sought by Subsi- 
diary Ports, so far as I understand what is meant, 
: would, in effect, be obtained. That is, a privilege 
which would enable Merchants settled at’ any ‘Treaty 
Port to trade directly with all the places along the 
Coast, or up the rivers, in the vicinity of their own 
ports, and in boats of their own, which they can build 
Finge or small, according to the ascertained require- 

ments of such local trade. 

‘The Amoy Memorialists appear to have contemplat- 
ed, in connection with the system of Subsidiary Ports 
which they propose, that it should be imperative on 
all vessels going to any of these Ports to go to and 
from the nearest Treaty Port, where they would depo- 
sit-their papers, give bond, take out a special permit, 
and afterwards return to the same Treaty Port to clear 
out in the usual manner. ° 

I do not see very clearly how such a system of per- 
mits and obligations could be carried out without the 
intervention of a Foreign Customs Establishment and 
a Consular Ageney, one or both, at exch Port of call ; 
and it may, farther, be a question whether any vessel 
swould find it e: ient and profitable to go to a Sub- 
sidiary Port which could, vory probably, neither take

In our present number will be found a despatch 
from the British Minister, addressed appropriately 
to the Consul at Amoy, that being the only port 
which advocated in its address the opening of new 
portson tho present system. From the notification 
we guther that the negotiations for the revision of 
the Treaty of Tientsin, havealready madeconsider- 
able progress, and that at least in one point 
there is an understanding between the Chinese 
Government and. Sir Rutherford Alcock that 
further rights should be conceded to British 
subjects, It is under these circumstances that 
our Minister makes an appeal for practical 
edvice to those to whom the subject is most 
familiar, the opinions of the various communi- 
ties, individual or collective, we are assured shall 
have that consideration to which their practic- 
ability or the reverse shall entitle them. 

When we mention that the subject on which 
Sir Rutherford Alcock thus appeals to public 
opinion is no less than the manner in which the 
country shall be opencd up to foreign inter- 
course, it needs no recommendation on our part 
to entitle it to the notice of practical men. It 
must however Le borne in mind that when in 
March last, the British Minister addressed the 
Shanghai Chamber on this important subject, a 
reply, which we can only consider as a begging 
of the question, was returned. Sir Rutherford 
Alcock was then anxious to collect information 
regarding the chief centres of trade in that por- 
tion of the Empire more immediately dependant 
on Shanghai, and also as to the several points 
where transit dues were levied by the local 
authorities, together with an abstract of the 
various routs and modes of conveyance adopted 
in the internal trade of the district. To this 
appeal the Chamber returned no practical an- 
swer ; like the spoiled child who cried for the 
moon reflected in the tub, they had been ask- 
ing for fucilities for trade, for residence in the 
interior, ‘e., yet when the time came for a 
practical statement of their real wants they 
were unable to make any reply, except that the 
“ Chamber only feels itself in a position to gen- 
eralise its remarks by stating that the wishes of 
the memorialists extended to free access to all 
places easy of approach by water, which can 
be supplied from Shanghai with foreign goods 
and can supply Shanghai with Chinese produce, 
such markets can only be found by experience.” 
Now there ‘is little donbt that it was in the 
power of the Clumber at the time to have col- 
lected a mass of definite information on this 
and kindred topics, which would have been of 
the utmost service in the negotiations pending 
at Peking, and this too without committing 
themselves to any expression of opinion as to 
the advisability of a complete or partial open- 
ing. The grounds taken by the Chamber seem 
to have been “we require the complete open- 
ing of the country, we know nothing of particu- 


























our opinion, at least, the 
Chamber would have been in a better position 
to,urge the goneral opening, had they taken the 
trouble of collecting the fullest information re- - 
garding the particular loculitiea where trade waz 
likely to be conducted. Zi 

In ape thus plainly of what we consider 
to have heen « grave error on the part of the 
Chamber, we are not to be looked upon ax 
opponents toprogress of any wort, Our opinions 
on this subject have heen always clearly ex- 
pressed ; on behalf of the Chinese as well as of 
our fellow countrymen we have urged the aboli- 
tion of the futters which keep the country in a 
state of chronic disorder. And we have ever 
been ready to back up the arguments of the 
Chamber when tending to this end. In ita pre- 
sent attitude, however, the Chamber reminds us 
somewhat of the clown praying to Jupiter,—it 
has Leen always ready to beg, but has hitherto 
failed to take an active part when required to 
act; we hope that now, that a fresh opportunity 
is afforded, it will be responded to in u mora 
practical manner. It should be remembered 
that to make the revision a successful one, it 
should Le adapted to the commercial require- 
ments of the ports, and that without amore 
cordial co-eperation between the Minister and 
the Chambers, this is difficult to accomplish. 
This is plainly a cause in which both sides can 
help forward the common interest. ‘fo a Minis- 
ter, it will ever be a source of gratification that 
he has neyotinted u treaty satisfactory to his 
uationals : to our merchants, it will be a positive 
benefit that their experiences be made the ground 
work of the instrnment. 

To return however to the des; ‘ch. We find 
that two, alternatives present themselves to the 
Minister,the suggestion of the Amoy memoralists 
that. subsidiary ports should be opened, seeming 
to hinitobe surrounded with ditticulties both com- 
mercial and diplomatic ; one the opening of xddi- 
tionallporisat placesmentioned,ofw 
onthe Yangtze, Wén-chow in Chek 
hoi in Kwangtung seem to be the principal ; the 
other the genera! throwing open of the internal 
waters to foreign vessels not being steamers. 
Both these projects are however clogged with 
conditions, the first the necessity of the establish- 
ment of a Consular staff and Custom House, 
the latter with the stipulation that the vessels 
employed shall not be impelled by steam. In the 
first we can readily recognise the action of the 
Inspector General, who is naturally anxious to 
turn to his own ends so favourable an oppor- 
tunity as the revision of the Treaty affords ; the 
latter is not unlikely the genuine suggestion of 
the Chinese themselves. Although we have no 
complaints to make of the working of the foreiga 
Customs in China, we cannot, in the light of 
recent events, but look with jealousy on so great 
an addition to the power of the Inspector Gen- 
eral as the opening of the seven new ports sug- 
gested would entail. One great object of the est- 
ablishment of the Customs under foreign super- 
vision was to enable the Chinese themselves to 
become acquainted with foreign systems of re- 
venue : this hus never been attempted, but on 
the contrary every effort has been mude to super 
sede natives in the collection of revenue by no- 
minees of the Inspector General at Peking 
The disadvantages of such a course are evident

especially of late, since the present inembent 
of the oflice has endeavoured to strike out an 
independent course of action for himself. ‘To a 
British Consular staff thero can be only one 
objection, and that is the ratification which it 
aflurds to the Chinese theory that wherever a 
British subject exists there should be placed a 
Consul to ook after him. Another exception 
may however be taken, aud that is that the ex- 
tension of Consular est«blishments tends to keep 
open that great void between native oficinls and 
foreign merchants which there is little doubt 
has occasionally resulted in evil effects, and more 
frequently in’ misunderstandings which might 
have been removed had a personal intercourse 
wen possible. 3 

The other alternative of opening the const 
and rivers to foreign trafic is clogged with the 
one fatal provision that the use of vessels. pro- 
pelled by steam is to he prohibited. Our own 
ideas on this subj-ct have been so frequently 
expressed, that it is almost useless to reiterate 
that on the use of improved means of internal 
communication, by steam or other available 
motive, depends the future prosperity of China. 




















Ix the Pall Mull Gazette of October 17th there 
appears an article upon ‘Trade Unions, which, 
as applicable to the combinations that take place 
among the Chinese, is well worthy the con- 
sideration of residents in China. Commenting 
upon certain observations made by Mr. Roebuck 
with regard to this subject, the Pall Mall ob- 
serves that there is a distmetion with respect to 
Tegal and illegal combinations, which is very ob- 
vious hut is constantly overlooked. “ It is,” to 
quote from the abovenamed journal, “ that a 
‘Trade Union is only a voluntary association of 
private persons for theit own advantage, real or 
supposed, and that, as soon as it affects to bea 
xtive body, having power to mike laws 
wing upon all persons carrying on the same 
le, it becomes a nuisance, and that as soon 
as it proceeds to enforce such laws, not only by 
s, but by systematic 

by bringing the power of 
anmnbers to bear systematically upon individuals 
by way of punishment for non-compliance with 
tiveir rules, it becomes a criminal conspiracy, to 
Ve punished, and, if necessary, crushed by the 
w of the land.” ‘These weighty words describe 
exactly the state of affairs existing in China in 
respect to all trade combinations. None of them 
stop short at the point of being merely voluntary 
associations for carrying out a business object ; 
but they are all designed with the distinct object 
of cocreing those without their pale to conform 
with their rules, and of preventing their carrying 
on trade except upon principles expressly des- 
igned to give the advantage of the trade to the 
limited number who form the guild or other 
combination which conduets it ; and directly to 
exclude all other competitors. Prominent at- 
tention has recently been called to the per- 
niciousness of this system and laid stress upon 
the detrimental effects which it works upou the 
conduct of business ; how unjustly it affects those 
who do not happen to belong to the combinations. 
Not only is illegal pressure exerted against them, 
but this is done with the consent and direct en- 
couragement of the officials, who, if they did 























































their duty, accord to the viow of the writer 
in the Pall Mall Gazette, would be ealled upon 
to punish most severely the very men whom 
they licence in such a manner as enables thom 
to enter into unquestionably amounts to 
criminal conspiracy. : 

‘The opposite natures éf European and h inese 
civilization and government could not receive 
a better exemplification than in tho different 
manner in which the tendency to illegal com- 
Dbinations is regarded here and at home, While 
in England, so soon as abuses became apparent, 
the subject receives the greatest posssible ven- 
tilation ; and energetic steps are taken to sup- 
press a growing abuse, in Uhina the same evil 
is temporised with, without seruple, and one 
class is freely allowed to oppress the other, pro» 
vided it will in return find a definite amount of 
taxes. The Trade Unions at home will never 
attain the power and detrimental influence of 
those in China ; because the genius of the Eng- 
lish people is in favonr of the law being strenuows- 
ly maintained, while that in China is ever con- 
tent to temporise with abuses, and to obtain ease 
and what seems like peace at the expense of or- 
der and good government. 













We have been favoured with the following in- 
teresting description.of the state of desolation 
of the country near Hangchow. 

A ranry of sportsmen who have lately explored a 
portion of the.country west of Hangchow, report that 
the ravages eaused by the 14 years’ war with the Re- 
dels are still most painfully apparent. Every town 
and village is knocked to pieces, not a house remain- 
ing. ‘The few inhabitants once wealthy aud prosper- 
ous are living in ill constructed shanties, and show 
there present poverty ina bundred ways. The largo 
plains once covered with rice are vast jungles for 
miles, the Little b which ouce divided the fields 
being the only indications against which the sportsman 
stumbles that the ground he is treading once resembled 
the rice fields round Shanghai. Macaulay gives a lively 
description of Germany after the seven years war, but 
we know that the care and economical government of 
Frederick soon caused the retura of prosperity. In 
China, the progress is very slow—no government aid 
and uo assistance from wealthy towns comes to the 
rescue of the villagers who have survived the horrora 
of the war. 

Near Hangchéw and along the grand canal, however, 
plantations of young mulberries were very numerous, 
‘aud increased facilities for silk growing are apparent. 
How far the cost of these is paid from loans at a 
ruinous rate we of course cannot determine. Some 
Chinese assert that the Government have been at 
tho cost of extensive mulberry nurseries and have re- 
mitted one half the tax in districts worse off than 
others, but complaints are made that the Societies 
through which the aid is distilled make their profit 
by thp annexation of likely promising lots of land 
about ‘the ownership of which there is some dispute. 

‘The great difficulty seems to be the want of popula- 
tion. The country between Soochow, Kinshing, Hang- 
chow and Fychow was to all intents depopulated during 
the war, and the very few wretched men and women 
since returned from their hiding places make the vast 
ruins among which they at present live most painfully 
apparent, and are as far as number is concerned bare- 
ly enough to produce the bare necessaries of life. But 
with silk as the great product, and the natural ferti- 
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doubled by Tong repose, ten yoars willi 
ing again, if no great political 
calamity once more interferon to atop progrens.

& Co. on the ground that they had paid the seainen's 
wages :nduitiad as to the wages paill at Shanghai, se 
that was a benefit to all claimants ; but the claim for 
wages paid abroad was refused on the ground that thoy 
only formed part of an account current, the largest por- 
tion of which had been already paid out of freight. 

‘Mr. Eastes claimed that the Captain should have pri- 
ority on the ground that a Captain was equally liable 
with the ship to the creditors. 

His Lonvsite gaid that, in as much as, by the Mer- 
chant Shipping -Act, a Captain had the same right to 
have his wages paid out of the proceeds of the ship as 
anyother inember of the crew, he was, as the crew were, 
entitled to. priority of payment with them over any 
other ereditor. and to payment in full if the fund in 
court was sufficient to discharge the clain 

Mr. Harwoop cited the case of the ‘Salacia,” 1. 
Lushington's Repts, 548, and argued that in as much 
‘a the Captain had incurred a personal liability to- 
wards the creditors of the ship in respect of the necessar- 
ies furnished, he ought not, by preferring to have his 
claim for wages and disbursements paid in full, to be 
allowed to lessen the fund on which they had a lien. 

His Lorpsur was at first inclined to think that 
this was a fair objection to the elaim of priority of pay.

Four Sartis, and six others, seamen belonging to 
the Merse, were charged with broaching cargo, aud all 
except one with refusal of duty. 

HM. Smith, J. Fotheringham, J. Buchan, J. Man- 
gie and W. Harrison admitted the charge ; J. Smith, 
W. Smith, jama and. Hall, admitted having 
received the things after they were broached ; M. Smith, 
denied the charge, and the Captain having no ev’ 
accordingly dismissed with 
regard to the broaching of the cargo, but not as to 
the alleged refusal of duty. 

The Captain stated that the cargo which had been 
stolen was singlets, but they were recovered. Several 
Varrels of beer were found empty, also some other 
eases were fonnd open ; but does not know yet what 
lias heen taken. ‘The hatch was locked and they must 
have had a key fitted to it; he afterwards got the 
key from one of them. 

‘The men admitted having refused duty, and the 
reason they assigned for so doing, was that they want- 
ed a settlement of the cargo question ; and it was only 
when they found out that the Captain was preparing 
to prosecute them, that they had done so. 

‘The Captain was ordered by the Court to produce 
and swear to any claims that lie may have to pay in 
respect of short cargo; the amount of which will be 
equally divided and deducted from the wages of tho 
defendants (excepting M. Smith); they also to pay, 
cost of summonses. The five men who admitted the 
charge of broaching the cargo were sentenced to twelve 
weeks’ imprisonment with hard labor, and the five 
who ouly admitted receiving it to six weeks’ imprison- 
ment with hinnl Iabor, M. Sinith to pay cost of sumn- 
mons and return to his duty. :

‘Tho proposed establishment of schools for the eduea- 
tion of Chinese girls has given rise to some further 
correspondence in the daily papers. 

‘The Shipping Office of H. B. M.’s Consulate have 
suplied a long felt want by the publication of a 
code of Rules and Regulations for the guidance of 
shipmasters transacting business at that office. 

Fear are entertained for the safety of the Barque 
Alicia Annie, She left Swatow for Shanghai in the 
early part of November, and was seen by the AMerse 
on the 3rd December dodging under Formosa, en- 
deavouring to get under the lee of that Island, to 
obtain shelter from the strong N. E. gale that wa’ 
then blowing, Since then nothing has been heard of 
her, though it is not improbable that the may have 
put into some port to repair the damage she may 
have sustained during the gale.

It is known that the ‘Ter- 
tinry deposits of China cover a considerable area, but 
hitherto limestone had not Leen noticed af that age. 
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Ono of the daily papsra atatos that the formation of 
another Masonic Lady in Shanghai to be worked 
under the Scotch conatitution is in contemplaticn. 
‘The full number of officers and members necessary for 

the granting of the charter havo salacribel the peti- 
tion, 

‘The Recorder mentions the interesting fact that a 
small steamer ia now kept constantly employed by 
tho Chinese in towing small junks from the month of 
the Grand Canal on the Yangtze, to Soochow. Sha 
is, we believe, the property of Ting Putai, formerly 
‘Taouti of Shanghai, and is worked entirely by Chinese. 
She has now been running for some months, and has 
in every way proved a great success. When last seen, 
a few days ago, she waa towing as many as five heavily 
laden native Loats up the Grand Canal, 

With reference to tho overflowing of the Yellow River 
the Recorder, in itsfleading article of the Ist January, 
bas the following. 


“About eighteen years ago, when the misgovern- 
ment of the piece Iynanty began to be felt through- 
out the empire, ‘a change took place. Chinese 
historians, who aro apt to mistake cause and effect, 
tell us that amongst the signy of a falling dyn- 
asty, which indicate the withdrawal of the power 
of heaven, sure to preceed its final destruction, are to 
be reckoned famines and floods ; and donbtless the 

n between the two has in all periods of Chi- 
nese history been marked. For the cause, however, 
we have not far to seek ; the revenues which should 
have been spent on repairs were squandered ; the 
thousands of coolies who subsisted by the ropairs of 
the embankments were thrown out of employment, 
and soon became troublesume as marauders in the dis- 
tricts their Inbour had before preserved. Tho way- 
ward river, left to itself, or as some say, actually let 
out to flood the country in order to get rid of afew 
thousand banditti, was not long in taking possession 
of the low lying between Honan and Chibli, 
‘and ina few years found a new month for itself by 
‘Tsiman foo into the gulf of Pechili at Tieh mn kwan. 
Did the results of the outbreak end there, we should 
have had to chronicle, besides the most remarkable 
event of the century in physical geography, little 
except that a few villages had been swept away, aud 
that places of trade and. prosperity. had been l anged. 
into neglected villages ; while others situated near the 
the new channel had sprung up into importance. ‘This, 
however, was but a small portion of the resu!t. ‘The 
breaking of the embankments let the river Icose into a 
low lying level plain, where no channel existed to 
carry off the water ; large lagoons, fit unly for the 
habitation of water fowl, took the place of richly cul- 
tivated soil, the inhabitants for thousands of square 
miles were deprived of their sustenance, and driven 
ag outcasts from their homes. Even here, however, 
the mischief did not end ; the high level canals, being 
deprived of their supplies, ran dry, and the more 
elevated districts for want of the necessary water for 
Vecame sandy deserts. Such now is the 
iption we learn from eye witnesses of the lower 
plains of the Yellow River ; alternations of desert aud. 
morass usurp the place of cultivated plains, once sup: 
porting millions of inhabita 

“That so total a change has affected the character of 
the survivors need excite little wonder, and when wo 
learn that it is from the peasants, forced from their 
homes by famine on the overilow of the river that the 
present Nienfei rebellion is mainly recruited, we can 
understand both its obstinate character and its seex:- 
ing wbiquitousness, yet these rebels who are represent 
ed by the Chinese a3 so fierce and dangerous are, wo 
learn, but a sorry lot ; scouring the country in search 

Jer, and when’ satistied at having’ gained tho 
y to their fastnesses in the 
who have seen them describe them 
ore than an unarmed rabble, ‘lestitute of 
lers or object; for the most part harmless, though 
sometimes, when goaded to desperation by Imperialist 
cruelty, dangerous to those who fall in their power. 

“Such is the present otate of the lower plain of thé 
Yellow river and one of the richest portions of China. 
1n fact the farther we extend our researches, and the 
more authentic the information we receive, the stronger 
is the conviction that the Tatsing dynasty hos drunk 
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it cup p of iniquity to the full, and that no change in 
the government of Chiua at the present moment could 
be for the worse.”

Near the middle of the course 
the English drew slightly up, but the Scotch put ons 
tremendous spurt, and came in winners by atleast two 
f air lengths. 

The China Mail learns from Formosa that all the 
terms agreed to by the Chinese have beeu strictly ful- 
filled. The actual criminals involved in the former 
outrages upon the Missionaries, &¢., were being punish- 
ed on the 22nd iiistant, ove having been beheaded. 
Tetng, Taotai, has now taken charge of the principal 
yamén, and the guilty officials Lave been suspended 
from office. Mr. Swinhoe, who is appoined Consul 
at Takow, has not yet susperseded Mr. Gibson, in 
order that a false impression may not be produced on 
the Chinese mind. 

The China Mail-mentions the total loss of the 
Siamese barque Judian Warrior bound from Hongkong 
to a part on the S. E. coast of Hainan. Five or six 
Europeaus are stated to have been drowned. 

The city of Chao-chow-foo, near Swatow, has been 
opened to foreign trade.
